Work starts at 
Ive Farm site 

THE DEVELOPMENT of Ive Farm, 
will begin in February. 

Planning consent was granted last 
month for Waltham Forest Council’s 
plans at the site to deliver extra sport¬ 
ing facilities for the borough. 

The new sporting site will include 
two full-size 3G/4G outdoor sport 
pitches, a 60m sprint track and four- 
court beach volleyball arena, infor¬ 
mal seating, a new pavilion, recep¬ 
tion, office and cafe off Orient Way. 

Existing outdoor sports facilities at 
the nearby Score Centre will be relo¬ 
cated to make way for housing. 

Cllr Clare Coghill, cabinet member 
for economic growth and high streets 
said: “The redevelopment of Ive 
Farm will form an important part of 
our wider regeneration plans for the 
Leyton and Lea Bridge area, which 
include the development of more 
homes and first-class facilities for 
new and existing residents. 

“The Ive Farm redevelopment will 
provide more state-of-the-art sport¬ 
ing facilities for our residents to use 
and enjoy, helping people to stay 
active and enjoy participating within 
their local community. We are keen 
for local residents to play a role in 
shaping our plans for Ive Farm, and 
will have more information on how 
they can get involved shortly.” 

Work was due to begin this week to 
ensure the site is safe for workers. 
These works will include the demoli¬ 
tion and removal of the existing 
pavilion. A council spokesman said 
efforts will be taken to minimise 
noise and disruption while work is 
taking place. The Council has also 
written to residents living near to Ive 
Farm to update them on the plans.

Hainault Forest receives 
£6m to aid conservation 


ONE of London’s most 
important ancient forests is 
to get a £6million grant to 
protect it for future genera¬ 
tions to enjoy. 

The funding will be spent 
conserving and managing 
the 800-acre Hainault 
Forest. It is the last frag¬ 
ment of a medieval Royal 
hunting forest established 
by Henry I that included 
Hatfield and Epping. 

Councillor Sheila Bain, 
cabinet member for civic 
pride, said: “This is incredi¬ 
ble news and represents 
months of tireless work. We 
greatly appreciate this sup¬ 
port from Heritage Lottery 
Fund, and look forward to 
preserving the legacy of 
Hainault Forest for many 
years to come. 

“Hainault Forest is a 


beautiful area which pro¬ 
vides residents and visitors 
with a special place to relax 
and unwind. 

“The investment will 
allow Redbridge to more 
effectively protect habitats 
and species that are in 
decline. It will also offer 
much more to visitors who 
will be able to enjoy the 
adapted historic buildings. 

The cash was announced 
after the Heritage Lottery 
confirmed a £4.5m bid had 
been successful. 

Redbridge Council will 
contribute £ 1.25m, with a 
further £250,000 from 
Vision Redbridge Culture 
and Leisure. 

Together with Epping 
Forest, Hainault is the 
largest public open space in 
London. It includes 250

‘Hainault Ancient Forest - a 
Landscape for the Future’ 
project that aims to preserve 
Buxton’s legacy. 

The project will focus on 
four keys areas: investment 
into the SSSI; landscape 
and buildings; works on a 
children’s zoo and more 
activities for visitors.

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Paying their respects to 
victims of the Holocaust 



RESIDENTS gathered to pay their 
respects to victims of the Holocaust and 
other atrocities at a service in Ilford. 

Politicians, religious leaders and stu¬ 
dents were at Valentines Park for 
Redbridge’s 17th Holocaust Memorial 
Day service to commemorate the dead 
and consider the theme of “How can life 
go on?” after such disasters. 

Cllr Jas Athwal, leader of Redbridge 
Council, said; “We have an obligation to 
ensure that we keep alive the memory 


both of those who survived the 
Holocaust and other genocides and those 
who did not. This annual commemora¬ 
tion provides an opportunity to learn and 
reflect on these memories.” 

Students read poems, while the com¬ 
bined choirs of the South West Essex 
and Resettlement Reform Synagogue 
and Ilford United Synagogue sang 
hymns. 

Cllr Athwal said that the service 
should remind those present that differ¬ 


ent forms of discrimination have not 
gone away and must be combatted. 

He said: “Sadly, Antisemitism and 
other forms of hate continue today and 
by failing to learn the lessons of the past, 
extremist voices are growing across 
Europe and the world.
